iNTRODUCTIONo 


In  this  section  is  given  a  brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a  whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
Rational  Health  Service  Act. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  during 
1968  was  1299  a  decrease  of  100  compared  xvith  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  18.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  20.2  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  higher  than  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  17»6  and  the  England  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  l6o9 

Deaths. 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  655  an  increase  of  11  compared  with  1967. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from,  all  causes  was  3,2  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  Vfest  Riding  Administrative  area  v/as  11.6  and 
England  and  Wales,  11.9 


Infant  Mortality. 

In  1968  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  13, 
a  decrease  of  18  compared  with  19^7 .  The  Infant  Mortality  v/as  10.2  as 
against  22.2  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  v/ere  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  divisional  area  during  the  year. 

MIDWIEERY  Aim  MATERHITY  SERVICES. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Of  the  1274  notified  live  births,  373  were  delivered  by  domiciliary 
midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  21  of  these  cases.

Medical  Assistance. 

Medical  Aid  notices  sent  in  by  Midv^ives  during  I968  numbered  11, 
all  of  these  being  domiciliary. 

Analgesia. 

All  the  domociliary  midv/ives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  v/ith  a  Trilene  Analgesia  Machine, 


Pethidine  only  was  given  in  74  cases,  Trilene  v?as  administered  in 
37  cases  and  v/ith  Pethidine  in  132  cases. 


Ante-natal  Clinics. 


There  were  tv/o  Ante-natal  Clinics  in  the  Division  which  were  held 
at  Pontefract  and  Knottingley.  The  ante-natal  session  at  Knottingley  v/as 
discontinued  from  the  1st  July,  I968.  During  the  year  137  patients  attended. 
The  total  number  of  attendances  v/as  539.  26  patients  'were  examined  post- 

natally  during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 


Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Feathers tone  clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  clinics  during  the  year  was  501. 

Institutional  Midwifery. 

Pationts  from  this  division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

During  the  year  apcommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  all  those  vvith  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a  high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds. 


Cervical  Cytology. 

A  clinic  is  held  each  v/eek  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Trinity  Street, 
Pontefract.  Facilities  for  this  examination  are  nov/  available  to  all 
married  v/omen. 

During  I968  39  sessions  were  held  and  532  women  examined, 

CHILD  ^raiLFAEE. 


There  are  County  ovmed  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and 
Knottingley,  A  mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley 
Bridge,  'Womersley,  Sggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hensall,  Monk 
Fryston  and  Fairburn  in  the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

The  new  Health  Centre  at  Hazel  Road,  Knottingley  v/as  opened  in  July,1968 
and  the  Chapel  Street  clinic  premises  were  closed. 

During  I968  2752  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  I82f29 

attendances.

During  the  year  95  babies  weighing  5"^  lbs.  or  less  were  born 
in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
division,  and  l6  were  born  at  home. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE . 

Medical  Inspeotions.

Vi'ith  effect  from  September  I968  it  was  decided  to  retain  as  routine 
examinations  only  the  first  (Entrants)  and  the  last  (Leavers).  In  the 
intervening  j^'ears  the  parents  are  asked  to  complete  a  Health  Questionnaire 
and  only  those  children  thought  to  require  examination  are  dealt  v\:ith« 

This  allows  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  give  more  attention  to  the 
children  likely  to  have  defects. 

The  re-examination  of  children  v/ho,  at  previous  periodical  or 
special  examination  had  boon  found  to  have  defects,  was  made  at  each 
school  medical  inspection. 

During  the  year,  3^99  children  received  a  full  medical  examination, 

A  further  102f6  children  who  had  been  found  to  have  defects  at  previous 
examinations  were  also  examined. 


General  Condition  of  Children. 


All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified^ as-  to 
their  general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  99*64^  were 
classified  as  satisfactory  and  only  0,36|?t  as  unsatisfactory, 

Uncleanlinoss, 

Di-iring  the  year  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  made  30049 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  312  individual  children 
were  found  to  be  infested. 


SPECIAL  CLINICS . 


Ophthalmic  Clinics. 

Dr,  K.K.Prasher  holds  a  vjoekly  clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  During  the  year  1429  children  ?^ero  examined.  Of  these,  528 
were  prescribed  glasses. 

Bar,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

Mr.  K.M.Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract  for  children  from  this  division.  During  the  year  Mr.  Mayall 
held  24  sessions  and  sav;  118  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  313 
attendances. 


(f) 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Mr.  R.W.L,  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a  monthly  clinic 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  9  sessions  were 
held,  67  children  v/ere  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  made  was  75. 

Child  Ouidance  Treatment. 

A  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, Pontefract. 
Children  from  surrounding  divisional  areas  attended  here  in  addition  to 
our  ovm.  Dr,  K,  Max'vell  held  consultant  sessions. 

Mr.  P.  Atkinson,  Psychologist  and  Mrs.  P.Y, Harris,  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  clinic. 

Speech  Therapy. 

Mrs.  N,  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each  week  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  ¥7eek  at  the  Castle  Day  E.S.N,  School  and  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic. 
During  the -year  I84  sessions  were  held  and  104  children  were  treated. 

Handicapped Pupils. 

The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for  place¬ 
ment  in  special  schools. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 
and  Eirbrants  to  Training  C  olleges . 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the 
College  authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follov/  a  course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  83  candidates  were  examined  and  ¥Yhere  necessary 
X-Ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  tho  teaching  profession  17  examinations 
V7ere  made. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  tho  first  time  to  all 
children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  a  test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  ali^ady  encountered 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis,  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If, 
hov;ever,  the  test  indicates  that  tho  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age • the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have-  previously  been  absent  or  whose  parents 
have  not  consented.  Each  child  has,  therefore,  a  continuing  opportunity 
to  be  vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


A  free  chiropody  service  is  provided  for  the  following  categories 
of  patient; 


(a)  Expectant  Mothers. 

(b)  Persons  of  Pensionable  age. 

(c)  Handicapped  Persons, 


(i.e.  Males  over  65, 
Females  over  60.) 


Clinics  are  held  at  the  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and  Knottingley 
Clinics.  Patients  who  are  unable,  on  health  grounds,  to  attend  the 
clinics,  are  treated  in  their  homes. 

In  1968  680  patients  were  treated  at  the  Clinics,  and  made  2033 
attendances.  431  patients  v/ere  treated  at  home  and  1755  treatments 
given.  . 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  Home  Help  Service  is  provided  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946.  Section  29  of  the  Act  stipulates  the  class  of 
case  for  which  provision  of  a  Home  Help  can  be  made.  These  are  as 
follows:-

(b)  Lying-in. 

(c)  Aged. 


(d)  Expectant  Mother 

(e)  Mental  Defective 

(f)  A  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 


Before  a  Home  Help  can  be  provided,  a  form  of  application  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  household  on  which  he  undertakes  either  to 
pay  the  whole  cost  of  the  service  or  to  give  a  statement  of  his  income 
and  agree  to  pay  the  assessed  charge  according  to  the  County  Council 
scheme. 


Under  no  circumstances  can  a  Home  Help  be  used  as  a  sitter-in  and 
the  amount  of  assistance  v/hich  a  patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly 
to  the  amount  of  domestic  work  which  is  required  to  be  done.

VACCmTIONAND  BOIUl'IISATION  IN  SCHOOLS 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  grovving  emphasis  for  this 
in  recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  administered  in  a  combined  form  with 
Diphtheria, 

By  the  end  of  I968  out  of  a  school  population  of  12,782  children, 
10,124  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  79*20^ 
of  the  population,  whilst  in  the  six  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has 
been  available,  9,937  (77*74%)  children  have  been  immunised  against 
Tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the 
school  programme  in  19^4  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate. 

10,301  school  children  are  now  protected  against  this  disease, 
representing  80.58/7  of  the  school  population. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shov/n  in  the  high  immunity 
rates  achieved  amongst  school  children.

During  1968,382  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried

It  gives  me  pleasiore  to  present  ii’iy  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  conditions  of  Environmental  Health  for  the  Rxrral  District, 
giving  facts  and  comments  relating  to  the  activities  of  the 
department  and  associated  services  for  the  year  I968, 

The  year  was  not  marked  by  any  particular  outstanding 
achievement  but  Aivas  notable  for  the  consolidation  of  various 
projects  in  hand.  Amongst  other  things,  the  last  of  the 
original  council  houses  to  be  built  in  the  area  Virere  modernised 
with  drainage  connected  to  the  new  village  sev/ers. 

One  major  sewerage  scheme  should  be  completed  before  the  end 
of  next  year  and  nov/  the  official  inqiiiry  into  the  Heck,  Hensall 
and  Kellington  scheme  has  taken  place,  there  are  good  hopes  a 
commencement  will  be  made  on  this  scheme  in  the  near  future. 

Unfortunately  progress  has  been  very  slow  towards  implement¬ 
ing  the  proposed  four  schemes  for  the  aged,  perhaps  this  is 
because  there  is  a  divergance  of  opinion  on  the  best  method  of 
applying  the  requirements  to  the  needs  of  the  Rioral  area.  Mean¬ 
time,  whilst  the  irresistible  force  of  progression  meets  the 
iimovable  object  of  parochial  traditionalism,  our  senior 
citizens  suffer  in  silence  and  patiently  wait. 

The  practice  of  desecrating  the  countryside  by  the  illicit 
dumpers  of  rubbish  continues  and  rural  ratepayers  money  has  been 
spent  on  clearing  away  the  tovmspeoples  •  trash.  Now  constant 
vigilance  is  required  by  all  to  help  put  an  end  to  this  despicable 
habit.

AII.1  the  -VTater  for  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Pontefract,  G-oole  and  Selby  Water  Board  and  three  of  their  bore¬ 
holes  are  situated  in  the  area  at  Kellington,  Hensall  and  Heck, 

Owing  to  the  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  \ifater,  the  Board 
have  been  actively  engaged  over  the  last  fe\7  years  in  augmenting 
existing  sources  of  supply  and  in  providing  the  means  of  distri¬ 
buting  same,  especially  to  the  western  side  of  the  Board's  area. 

To  achieve  this,  a  most  coK^jrehensive  scheme  of  new  boreholes 
at  Carlton  and  Cov/ick,  a  service  reservoir  at  Brayton  and  a  series 
of  large  trunk  mains  v/ith  smaller  link  mains  have  been  constructed 
throughout  the  area.  This  has  provided  the  district  vn.th  a  more 
than  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water,  all  restrictions  now  being 
lifted, 

■'.‘/hen  the  booster  station  at  Roall  is  completed,  this  v/ill 
have  the  effect  of  safeguarding  the  existD.ng  supplies  in  the  area 
and  apart  from  accidents,  there  should  not  be  any  shortage  of 
water  in  the  foreseeable  future.

The  tevr  complaints  received  have  been  in  relation  to  the  colour 
of  the  water  but  as  these  have  generally  followed  a  breakdoiai  in  the 
service  due  to  a  fractured  main  or  some  other  similar  reason,  these 
have  only  been  of  a  temporary  nature  and  although  this  can  be  very 
disturbing  for  consumers,  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water 
has  not  been  affected.

A  further  decrease  in  the  nximber  of  dwellings  v/ithout  v/ater- 
bome  sanitation  has  been  broeight  about  by  the  modernisation  and 
improvement  of  existing  houses,  the  construction  of  new  dwellings 
and  the  demolition  or  closing  of  unfit  houses. 

The  financial  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Government  have 
delayed  the  carrying  out  of  certain  sewage  schemes  which  in  tirm 
has  delayed  the  improvement  of  older  houses  purchased  from  British 
Railwa^^s  and  situated  at  Burton  Salmon  and  Womersley  and  intended 
to  follow  the  conpletion  of  sewerage  for  these  parishes. 

These  iii-provements  no  doubt  v/ill  be  carried  out  at  the  first 
opportunity  as  this  task  of  conversion  is  a  priority  requirement 
and  shoxild  follo\7  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  vdaerever 
possible,  ’without  delay. 

As  a  result  of  v/orks  in  the  "i/hitley  Bridge  area  alone,  over 
2+D  pail  closets  were  abolished. 

The  number  of  applications  for  conversion  grants  remained 
fairly  low  and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  do  so  7/hilst  properties 
are  being  inproved  generally.

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  constmetion  of  the  joint 
Sewage  l^orks  at  Byram  for  the  parishes  of  Byram,  Brotherton  and 
Fairburn  and  for  Pontefract  Borough  and  Knottingley  Urban  District 
Coimcil, 

The  revision  and  improvement  of  the  sewerage  system  for  the 
three  parishes,  including  the  laying  of  nev«r  sevi^ers  to  serve  properties 
not  previously  connected  to  the  old  works  and  the  erection  of  new 
pumping  stations  and  pressure  mains  is  vrcll  on  the  way  to  completion. 

The  pressure  main  from  Bixrton  Salmon  to  the  Plillam  vrorks  was 
completed  during  the  year.  The  v^hole  scheme  was  finally  approved 
and  contract  signed  for  the  remainder  of  this  scheme  just  before 
the  year  end. 

In  December,  the  I/Iinister  held  his  inquiry  into  the  Heck, 

Hensall  and  Kellington  joint  scheme  and  the  consequent  extension 
to  the  Eggborough  v/orks.  If  this  scheme  is  approved  in  principle, 
the  only  outstanding  scheme  v/hich  a^^Taits  approval  is  that  for 
Darrington  and  Homersley  and  that  completes  the  feasible  main 
drainage  schemes  for  the  whole  of  the  Rural  area.

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  report,  o\ving  to  \anforeseen 
circimistance^  ,  the  only  remaining  place  to  dispose  of  the  contents 
of  the  cesspool  emptier  is  the  tip  at  Beal.  This  has  created 
serious  problems  and  there  is  a  risk  to  public  health. 

Although  provision  has  been  proposed  in  the  design  of  the  nev/ 
yrarks  at  ViTomersley  and  on  the  extension  to  the  Eggborou^i  works, 
any  delay  in  the  implementation  of  these  or  any  other  alternative 
schemes  coifLd  cause  serious  trouble  vd-tli  far  reaching  consequences, 
therefore  the  sooner  proper  facilities  are  provided  the  better, 

REFUSE  COIJLECTION 


The  year  \jnder  review  was  the  first  full  year  the  \7eekly 
refuse  collection  service  has  been  in  operation  and  v/hereas  in 
previous  years  many  complaints  regarding  the  service  wore 
received,  the^'-  have  nov/  dvvindled  to  a  mere  handful. 

The  easing  of  the  demand  for  labour  vidth  the  completion  of 
major  public  vrorks  in  the  area  has  considerably  eased  the  situation

The  ciiaracter  of  refuse  is  alii/ays  changing  and  as  previously 
mentioned,  the  modernisation  of  Council  properties  in  the  ^;diitley 
Bridge  area  cut  dcmn  the  number  of  pails  to  be  en^jtied.  The 
most  serious  change  however  is  the  gross  increase  in  the  bull<y 
combustible  type  of  refuse.  This  is  not  only  difficTlLt  to  deal 
with  but  occupies  a  lot  of  space,  causing  the  premature  filling 
of  the  vehicle  and  more  journeys  to  the  tips. 


If  only  householders  woiILd  remember  to  reduce  this  undue  bulk 
by  flattening  cartons  and  packets  it  would  considerably  help  the 
efficiency  of  this  service.

The  problem  of  abandoned  cars  was  not  quite  so  groat  this  year 
as  last,  but  regrettably  there  ivas  a  manked  increase  in  the  amount 
of  rubbish  which  had  been  dunroed  in  the  hedgeroivs  and  grass  verges 
of  the  coimtr3''side. 

This  practice  is  inexcusable  as,  by  special  arrangement,  most 
authorities  are  just  as  walling  to  collect  any  exceptional 
accumulation  of  rubbish  or  bulky  articles  as  this  Council  and  even 
comercial  or  trade  wastes  may  be  removed  for  quite  a  small  charge. 

Conduct  of  this  kind  is  conpletely  irresponsible  and  now  with 
the  Civic  Amenities  Act  in  operation,  one  hopes  anyone  caught  doing 
this  kind  of  tiling  will  be  reported  and  prosecuted. 

REFUSE  DISPOS/Jj 


Sufficient  facilities  are  available  ivith  the  three  tips 
strategically  situated  throughout  the  district.  One  of  these  has 
a  rather  limited  life  and  extension  of  the  tipping  area  is  being 
sought. 

The  tip  at  Byran  has  been  a  constant  soinrce  of  trouble  ever 
since  it  was  opened  and  is  frequently  being  set  on  fire  deliberately. 
Much  time  and  money  has  been  wasted  in  dealing  v/ith  these  occurrences 
apart  from  the  anno3^ance  to  the  inhabitants  near  the  site,

As  there  is  little  ash  or  solid  material  in  the  coiiposition 
of  refuse  these  days,  the  tipping  aresLS  are  very  spongy  and  the 
necessity  to  import  hard,  inert  covering  material  to  form  a  hard 
crust  for  vehicles  to  traverse  the  tipping  area  is  increasing, 
/□.thought  it  is  an  expensive  process,  there  is  no  alternative  to 
this  method  as  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  travel  on  a  firm 
surface • 

The  task  of  levelling,  straightening  out  and  spreading  the 
covering  material  is  done  by  hired  vehicles.  This  method  is  not 
completely  satisfactory  and  the  v/ork  can  only  be  done  periodically 
when  a  machine  is  available.  Sonetines  this  is  not  the  case  v/hen 
it  is  required  urgently,

OFFICES,  SHOPS  ilD  RAILIJM  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  Rural  District  where  the  Ceuncil 
are  responsible  for  enforcement  is  the  same  as  last  year  and  as  far 
as  one  is  able  to  ascertain,  there  is  100%  registration. 

As  to  be  expected  in  such  a  rural  area,  most  of  the  premises 
are  very  small  and  routine  inspections  reveal  only  iminor  infringe¬ 
ments  arising  out  of  the  difficialty  of  the  small  businessman  being 
unable  to  keep  up  with  the  numerous  enactments  or  regulations 
affecting  liis  premises, 

FESTOLOGI 

Ants  and  wasps  seem  to  give  rise  to  most  trouble,  but  in  one 
location  there  is  a  persistent  infestation  of  cockroaches. 

Each  refuse  tip  v/as  given  a  general  treatment  against  crawling 
and  flying  insects  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  season.  The  new 
tip  at  Byram  which  seems  prone  to  fly  infection  is  given  regular 
treatments. 

One  of  the  difficulties  of  tliis  problem  is  that  every  load  of 
refuse  brings  with  it  thousands  of  eggs  and  larvae  which  have  been 
laid  or  developed  in  the  individual  dust  bins.  Subsequently,  the 
adult  fly  emerges  on  the  tip  and  it  is  essential  to  deal  separately 
with  each  load  as  it  is  being  discharged  from  the  refuse  vehicle. 
Ill-fitting  or  carelessly  placed  bin  lids  are  an  open  invitation 
for  flies  to  breed,  especially  if  the  bin  contains  unvYrapped 
putrescible  matter  and  preventative  measures  at  this  source  would 
considerabl3/-  help  the  situation.

A  free  service  is  given  to  purely  domestic  premises  and  the 
Council  operate  a  contract  service  for  industrial  and  agricultural 
premises  either  on  a  yearly  or  single  treatment  basis. 

For  any  vrork  of  this  nature  to  succeed  it  is  essential  to  obtain 
the  wholehearted  support  and  co-operation  of  occijpiers  of  premises 
adjacent  to  the  infestation  for  simultaneous  treatments  to  be  carried 
out,  thereby/'  achieving  rnaxinum  efficienc3^. 

Treatments  at  the  Council's  oxm  premises  such  an  refuse  tips, 
sewage  works,  sewers  and  the  many  open  dykes  which  receive  foTil 
drainage,  take  up  a  substantial  amount  of  the  operator’s  time  spent 
on  control  work  and  as  more  village  sewerage  schemes  are  completed, 
one  hopes  the  difficult  problem  of  eradication  in  open  dykes  v/ill 
diminish.

/mother  troublesome  source  is  the  infestation  at  lay-byes  on 
nmin  roads  open  country  by  travellers  \7ho  carelessly  leave  scraps 
of  food  around  and  give  little  thought  to  the  possibility  of  a 
colony  of  rats  building  up.  Often  a  large  infestation  is  commenced 
in  this  T/ay  and  the  nuisance  is  likelj'"  to  spread  to  the  adjacent 
hedgerov/s  and  crops  before  notification  and  remedial  measures 
begin  to  take  effect. 

The  treatment  of  sev/ers  has  been  successfiolly  carried  out  by 
the  use  of  fluoracet amide  which  not  only  saves  an  appreciable 
amoiont  of  time  but  is  vei^^  effective  and  the  use  of  alphachlorose 
has  been  very  successful  against  infestations  by  mice. 

Treatments  on  refuse  tips  are  alv/ays  hindered  by  the  constant 
disturbance  of  the  tip  face  and  the  vrithdrawal  of  /mtu  leaves  only 
zinc  phosphide  and  arseneous  oxide  as  the  acute  poisons  available 
but  fortunately  there  is  no  evidence  in  this  area  of  resistance  to 
anti-coagiilants . 

The  Council  continue  to  be  represented  on  the  new  ’Test  Riding 
Committee  for  Pest  Control,  This  Committee  meets  xander  the 
auspices  of  the  ilinistry  of  Agricultmre ,  Fisheries  and  Pood  and 
gives  guidance  to  local  authorities  throughout  the  Riding  not  only 
on  the  erac'i.cation  of  rodents  but  also  on  insects  and  other  pests, 

ATMOSPEERIC  POLLUTION 

There  are  very  few  industrial  plants  in  the  Rural  District  and 
fortunately  as  these  are  modern  and  well  equipped  there  have  not 
been  any  difficulties  from  these  sources.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POI1.UTION,  continued 

/ilthough  there  are  only  small  collections  of  domestic  premises 
in  the  r\aral  area,  the  low  level  pollution  arising  from  the  burning 
of  hit'uminous  coal  is  quite  concentrated  locally  and  on  still  or 
foggy  days  vd.th  temperature  inversion  taking  place,  such  pollution 
is  not  only  noticeable  but  troublesome  to  some  people, 

/^rising  from  this  and  from  the  fact  that  the  Council  decided 
to  instal  room  heaters  on  their  new  housing  development  at  Eggborough  - 
the  first  smoke  control  area  in  the  rural  area  Tra.s  created  as  it  became  a 
condition  of  tenancy  that  only  smokeless  fuel  was  to  be  used. 

The  effect  of  this  can  clearly  be  seen  on  still  days  v/hen  one 
compares  the  atmosphere  on  this  section  of  the  Eggborough  development 
vd-th  that  of  the  area  v/hich  v\ras  completed,  t^venty  years  ago. 

One  hopes  this  pattern  will  be  followed  in  all  future  housing 
development  by  the  Council, 

Conq)laints  of  fall-out  in  the  form  of  grit  and  dust  from  the 
•Ferrybridge  "A"  Generating  Station  have  ceased  since  the  several  low 
level  chimney  stacks  were  replaced  by  a  single  tall  stack.  However 
one  or  two  remarks  have  been  passed  on  the  amoixnt  of  ''dust"  deposited  : 
in  those  axeas  a  few  nrLles  do-wn  v/ind.  from  the  new  Eggborough  and 
Ferrybridge  Generating  Stations,  It  is  early  days  yet  and  teething 
troubles  can  be  expected  but  one  hopes  the  sit'uation  will  improve 
£is  the  stations  go  fully  operational. 

The  department  v/as  consulted  on  two  occasions  in  rela.tion  to 
chiimiey  heights  and  in  one  instance  the  recommendations  for  an 
increase  in  the  proposed  height  and.  a  modification  in  the  construct¬ 
ion  of  an  important  ciiimney  were  accepted. 

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  have  kindly  given 
permission  for  the  results  of  their  extended,  siorvey  into  atmospheric 
pollution  relative  to  their  Generating  Stations  and  those  sites 
situated  in  the  Rural  District,  to  be  included  in  this  report. 

It  is  too  early  at  the  moment  for  any  firm  conclusions  to  be 
made  from  these  figiires  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there 
hqs  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  recordings  of  sulphur  gases 
except  at  the  sites  nearest  to  the  Ferrybridge  "A"  Station  where 
there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  amount  recorded.  This  may  be  due 
to  the  commissioning  of  the  Ferrybridge  "C"  Power  Station  but  no  doubt 
the  neYJ  tall  chimney  at  Ferrybridge  "A"  Power  Station  accounts  for 
the  local  reduction. 
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HOUSma  GENER/iL 

In  keeping  with  last  year’s  figures  when  the  Coimcil 
recommenced  building  after  a  sli^t  pause,  71  dwellings  T\rere 
completed  dxiring  the  year,  all  at  Eggborough, 

Twenty  of  these  houses  were  earmarked  for  industrial  workeors 
brought  in  for  en'plq3mient  at  the  Eggborou^  Power  Station,  the 
remainder  were  for  general  needs  and  slum  clearance. 

There  is  still  a  parejnount  need  to  build  smaller  accomrnodation 
siaitable  for  rehousing  the  elderly  and  one  hopes  that  when  such 
units  are  provided  they  will  be  sufficiently  attractive  to  encoiarage 
many  of  the  elderly  tenants  under- occupying  existing  Council  owned 
accommodation  to  move  into  them.  This  in  tiim  would  release  the 
lajrger  Council  houses  for  rehousing  families. 

Many  hoiors  have  been  spent  in  debating  the  merits  or  demerits 
of  a  sheltered  home  scheme  as  opposed  to  separate  bungalows  and  when 
the  question  of  cost  ruled  out  a  scheme  containing  both  types  of 
accommodation,  the  sheltered  home  type  of  acconmodation  v/as  discarded. 

Despite  the  grave  misgivings  of  some,  the  v/arden  supervised 
accommodation  continues  to  be  increasingly  popular,  especially  where 
the  speech-call  intercommunication  system  is  available  and  this  seems 
the  only  sensible  way  of  providing  for  the  elderly  and  an  extension 
of  this  system  is  anticipated  in  the  ncELr  future. 

The  popularity  of  this  accommodation  is  in  no  small  measure 
due  to  the  devoted  v/ork  of  the  \Yardens  and  the  Coxmcil  have  been 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  wardens  v/ho  have  a  real 
vocation  for  this  work  and  unreservedly  give  up  much  of  their 
leisure  time  to  carry  out  duties  far  in  excess  of  those  specified. 

Since  the  original  v/arden  on  the  Kellington  scheme  left  the 
district,  difficulties  have  arisen  in  obtaining  a  suitable  person 
to  caxry  on,  but  at  last  a  new  v/arden  was  appointed  just  before 
the  year  end  and  all  concerned  hope  the  matter  will  remain  resolved 
for  a  long  period. 

The  first  of  the  fo\jr  proposed  schemes  to  implement  this  need 
has  been  proposed  for  Eggborough  and  advanced  plans  are  in  the  course 
of  preparation. 

As  the  Covincil's  slm  clearance  programme  is  just  about 
completed,  apart  from  one  or  tvro  isolated  premises  scattered 
throughout  several  parishes ,  "wha-t  of  the  futiare? 

The  scheme  at  Burton  Salmon  is  in  an  advanced  state  of 
preparation  and  when  the  accommodation  for  the  elderly  is  completed 
it  is  expected  that  enough  of  the  three  bedroomed  type  of  accom¬ 
modation  will  be  released  to  take  care  of  those  who  required  to 
be  rehoused  from  unfit  houses,  together  with  the  lorgent  cases 
still  remaining  on  the  general  list. 

OVERCROT/DING 

At  present  there  are  no  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and 
overcrowding  is  not  a  very  sorioxis  problem  in  the  Rural  District, 
Favourable  consideration  is  given  to  overcrowding  cases  when 
suitable  Coimcil  owned  accommodation  becomes  available.

With  the  favourable  report  of  the  mineralogist  on  the  question 
of  subsidence  on  the  proposed  site  for  houses  at  Burton  Salmon, a  nsr/  sdrene 
previously  mentioned,  Viras  approved  instead  of  the  one  originally 
intended  for  the  replacement  of  the  unfit  houses  in  that  area. 

As  to  be  expected  v/hen  the  house  building  prograi.-ime  came  to 
a  temporary  halt  tv/o  years  ago,  slira  clearance  activity  was  also 
reduced  and  only  thirteen  houses  were  represented  as  imfit  and 
eight  houses  actually  demolished  during  the  year.  The  bulk  of 
the  unfit  houses  in  the  area  have  been  dealt  with  and  apart  from 
one  or  t\jo  isolated  promises  which  still  remain,  ^irfien  the  building 
prograiime  gets  on  the  way  again,  it  Trill  enable  further  demolitions 
to  proceed. 

There  are  also  a  few  properties  which  were  not  \anfit  ten  years 
ago  but  which  have  deteriorated  by  now  throu£^  lack  of  repair. 

REPAIR  OP  UNPIT  HOUSES 


Although  some  houses  have  been  repaired  and  raodemised  with 
the  aid  of  improvement  grants,  one  of  the  difficulties  in  getting 
this  work  carried  out  is  the  lack  of  the  old  type  of  jobbing 
builder.  Most  b\iilders  like  to  concentrate  on  new  work  today 
and  are  only  interested  in  repairs  when  they  are  complementary 
to  alterations  or  ii:provements , 

NE\7  HOUSES 


In  this  field,  the  bri^jiter  picture  presented  last  yescr  has 
been  maintained.  The  remaining  71  houses  at  Eggborough  were 
completed,  50  of  these  being  for  general  needs. 

These  houses  at  Eggborough  are  of  a  better  type  than  previously 
erected  and  comply  with  the  present  day  requirements  of  the  Parker 
Morris  standard,  Hov/ever,  v/hether  open  planning  of  the  fronts  of 
these  houses  can  be  made  to  work  satisfactorily  on  this  estate 
renains  to  be  seen, 

II'-PROmiELir  CP  EXISTING  HOUSES 


As  the  Council  have  been  operating  the  in^irovement  grant  legis¬ 
lation  since  its  inception  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  many  houses  have 
been  repaired  and  modernised  with  the  aid  of  such  grants  and  now 
with  the  near  completion  of  a  lajrge  slum  clearance  programme 
relative  to  the  size  of  the  district,  the  number  of  properties 
sTii table  for  such  iraproveiaent  is  somewhat  lir.iited. 

The  a.ctual  number  of  houses  improved  vd-th  the  a.id  of  a  grant 
is  twenty-tvro. 

The  Council  have  set  a  good  example  by  continuing  their 
policy  of  iimproving  its  older  council  houses  and  apart  from  two 
small  raTs  of  cottages  recently  purchased  from  British  Railways 
all  houses  in  its  c\Tnership  which  required  such  action,  have 
been  modernised. 

Nevertheless  the  improvement  of  all  sviitable  houses  is  vital 
to  slov/  down  the  ra.te  of  decay  and  replacement  in  order  to  prevent 
a  decrease  in  the  Country's  stock  of  habitable  dwellings  and  should 
be  an  essential  feature  of  any  housing  programme.

POOD  HYGIENE 


The  standard  of  fittings  and  equipment  at  all  premises  has 
considerably  inproved  over  the  last  two  or  three  years  and  this 
has  automatically  brought  with  it  an  increased  awareness  to  the 
staffs  of  several  establishments  the  necessity  to  maintain  a 
higher  standard  of  food  hygiene, 

Hovrever,  there  remains  the  hard  core  of  persons  v/ho  are  quite 
oblivious  to  such  considerations  and  it  is  only  by  constant  education 
on  the  part  of  the  management  and  more  frequent  visits  to  premises 
that  this  attitude  mil  be  overcome, 

i'nother  disquieting  featinre  of  this  trade  is  the  vray  some 
companies  vill  spend  thovisands  of  povinds  apparently  mthout  undue 
concern  on  that  part  of  the  establishment  which  is  seen  and  used, 
by  the  customer  but  vill  vehemently  resist  any  suggestion  of 
spending  even  a  few  pounds  to  improve  conditions  in  food  prepar¬ 
ation  rooms. 

The  n\maber  of  itinerant  traders  seem  to  bo  on  the  increase 
but  fortunately  vith  more  sophisticated  vehicles  purpose  built 
for  this  trade,  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  lias  improved.  The 

real  problem  in  a  rural  area  such  as  this  is  to  knov;  exactly  who 
is  coming  into  the  district  to  carry  on  such  trading. 

If  only  our  legislators  would  make  their  registration  a 
requirement  before  trading  takes  place,  the  task  of  surveillance 
would  be  considerably  lessened.
